To give * account of a deceaſed friend js often

throw the beſt light upon his writings ;. inſtances 


whereof we ſhall meet with in the following pages.

Tus autumn was his favourite ſeaſon for poetical 
compoſition, and the deep filence of the night, the 
time he commonly choſe for ſuch ſtudies ; ſo that he 
would often be heard walking in his library, till near 
morning, humming over, in his way, what he was ta 
correct and write out next day.
